They are glad to avail themselves, moreover, of this opportunity of acknowled'ring their obligation to the Gentlemen 
of the Press universally for the favourable notices given in their several papers, of the “ Modern Instructions ” and other 
works of Hamilton. They are unable to mention their obligations fin detail, for that would be to give almost an entire list 
of the Press of England, Scotland, Wales, and Ireland combined. Their thanks are equally due to the body of Professors 
for the friendly interest they have taken in the success of a work, the merits of which had won their approbation ; and 
they are further bound to acknowledge — and tliey do so with cordial sincerity — the general co-operation of the Trade, 
who have with frank liberality promoted the circulation of these works. 

Next to the “ Modern Instructions for the Pianoforte” (to the Fiftieth Edition of which these notices were first 
prefixed), “ Hamilton’s Modern Instructions for Singing” has obtained- the most distinguished share of public favour. 
This last-mentioned work will no doubt rival in popularity the “ Modern Instructions for the Pianoforte and it is 
respectfully suggested to those professors who use the latter, to make trial also of the Instructions for Singing, by the 
same author, which is admitted to be the best guide extant for the young vocalist.
